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Louisiana  Shrimp 
>eason  Now  Under 
Vay  in  Full  Force 

Louisiana's  shrimping  season, 
hich  has  been  closed  tight  as  a 
rum  since  June  10,  got  under  way 
fficially  in  full  force  at  sunrise 
[onday,  August  11.  It  was  esti- 
lated  that  nearly  2,000  vessels 
ere  out  when  the  season  opened, 
nd  an  additional  one  thousand 
ave  since  then  joined  in  trawling 
or  shrimp.  It  is  estimated  that 
lere  are  approximately  3,000 
lirimp  vessels  in  the  state. 

During  the  first  three  days  of 
fie  season,  shrimp  operators  in 
arious  waters,  were  visited  by  a 
roup  of  scientists  from  the  De- 
artment  of  Wild  Life  and  Fish- 
ries  headed  by  Dr.  James  N. 
rowanloch,  chief  biologist.  They 
ispected  the  catch  from  the  traw- 
irs  they  visited,  measured  the 
(irimp  and  took  notes  on  the  quan- 
ity  and  quality  of  the  shrimp. 

The  information  will  be  used  by 
le  Department  to  determine  the 
ffects  of  the  two  month  state-wide 
losed  season,  which  is  the  first 
ime  that  such  a  ban  has  been  in 
ffect  in  this  state,  in  view  of  the 
act  that  the  Legislature  enacted 
[lis  law  at  its  session  last  year. 

Any  changes  in  the  closed  sea- 
Dn  will  naturally  have  to  be  made 
y  the  Legislature  and  the  De- 
artment  will  be  prepared  to  make 
Bcommendations,  based  on  its  in- 
estigations,  as  to  whether  any 
hanges  should  be  made. 

It  will  probably  be  sometime  be- 
ore  the  effects  of  the  closed  sea- 
an  will  be  known  insofar  as  the 
uantity  of  the  catch  is  concerned.

STATE'S  HUNTING 
CLUB  NOT  TO  OPEN 
THIS  SEASON 

Louisiana's  only  public  shoot- 
ing club — Pass-a-Loutre — at  the 
mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River, 
will  not  be  operated  this  year,  it 
has  been  announced  by  Wild  Life 
and  Fisheries  Commissioner  Luther 
S.    Montgomery. 

Decision  to  forego  opening  the 
club  this  year  was  reached  follow- 
ing announcement  from  Washing- 
ton of  the  dates  set  for  migratory 
hunting  in  Louisiana. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  season 
on  migratory  game  is  so  short  this 
year  —  just  30  days,  and  due 
further  to  the  fact  that  operating 
the  club  for  such  a  short  period 
of  time  would  necessitate  charging 
rates  that  would  be  out  of  reach 
of  the  average  hunter,  it  was  de- 
cided, the  Commissioner  stated, 
not  to  operate  the  club  at  all. 

Last  year  the  club  was  operated 
on  a  first  come  first  served  basis, 
and  a  fee  of  $16  per  day  was 
charged  for  meals,  guides,  lodging 
and  transportation.  Despite  a 
spotty  season,  the  club  was  re- 
served to  capacity  almost  every 
day  it  operated,  although  toward 
the  end  of  the  duck  season,  there 
were  numerous  cancellations. 

The  Commissioner  announced 
that  persons  who  have  their  own 
boats,  pirogues  and  decoys,  will 
be  given  permission  to  hunt  on  the 
Pass-a-Loutre  grounds  during  the 
season  provided  the  Department 
is  informed  before-hand  and  con- 
firmation received  so  that  there 
will  be  no  overcrowding  of  avail- 
able space.  Persons  interested 
should  communicate  with  the  Fish 
and  Game  Division  of  the  Depart- 
ment in  the  Civil  Courts  Bldg.,

1947-48   HUNTING 
LICENSES  GO  ON  SALE 

Hunting  licenses  for  the 
1947-48  season  are  now  on  sale 
at  every  sheriff's  office  in  Loui- 
siana. Cost  of  resident  licenses 
are  $2  and  for  non-residents 
the  cost  is  $25. 

A  record  breaking  total  of 
169,652  resident  hunting 
licenses  were  sold  last  year. 
First  legal  game  that  can  be 
hunted  in  Louisiana  is  Rails  and 
Gallinules  on  which  the  season 
opens  September    1st. 

Printed  digests  of  hunting 
regulations  are  available  at  all 
sheriff's  offices  or  can  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Department's 
offices  in  the  Civil  Courts  Bldg., 
New  Orleans. 


Early  Hunting  Is 
Best  for  Largest 
Number  of  Hunters 

A  survey  covering  several  years 
supplemented  by  concensus  of 
opinion  among  duck  hunters  has 
resulted  in  the  conclusion  that  an 
early  duck  season  provides  the  best 
hunting  for  the  greatest  number  of 
hunters.  This  is  the  reason  given 
by  the  Department  of  Wild  Life 
and  Fisheries  for  recommending 
an  early  opening  date  for  the  duck 
season. 

Because  of  these  reasons,  Loui- 
siana has  had  early  opening  sea- 
sons for  many  years,  it  was  pointed 
out.  Last  year,  the  season  started 
November  23rd  and  the  year  be- 
fore that  it  started  on  Novem- 
ber 2nd. 

The  coastal  area  of  Louisana 
is  without  question  the  great

BAG  LIMITS  ON 
DUCKS  AND  GEESE 
ARE  REDUCED 

The  most  drastic  migratory 
game  regulations  in  many  years 
were  announced  from  Washington 
July  31  by  the  U.  S.  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service,  after  they  were 
approved  by  President  Truman.  In 
some  respects  the  regulations  were 
more  drastic  than  many  had  ex- 
pected. 

The  season  for  ducks,  geese  and 
coots  was  set  for  30  days,  a  reduc- 
tion from  the  45  days  of  last  year. 
Bag  limits  and  shooting  time  was 
cut  also. 

The  season  for  ducks,  geese  and 
coots  in  Louisiana  will  begin  No- 
vember 18  and  run  through 
December  17th.  Daily  bag  limit 
for  ducks,  except  American  and 
red-breasted  mergansers,  are  4  in 
the  aggregate  of  all  kinds,  includ- 
ing in  such  limit  not  more  than  one 
wood  duck.  Possession  limit  are 
two  day's  bag  limit,  or  eight  ducks, 
but  not  more  than  1  wood  duck. 
Daily  bag  limit  on  American  and 
red-breasted  mergansers  are  25 
singly  or  in  the  aggregate.  There 
are  no  possession  limit  on  this 
species  of  ducks. 

For  geese,  the  daily  bag  limit  is 
4,  including  in  such  limit  not  more 
than  one  Canada,  Hutchinson  or 
white  fronted  (locally  called 
speckled  belly)  goose.  Possession 
limit  is  one  day's  bag  limit.  Last 
year  there  was  a  closed  season 
on  Canada  and  Hutchinson  geese 
all  along  the  Mississippi  flyway. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  bag 
or  possession  limit  on  Coots 
(Poule-d'Eau).  It  is  the  same  as 
last  year,  25  bag  limit  and  25  pos- 
session limit.

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Here  Are  Outstanding  Features  of 
1947-48  Migratory  Regulations 

Here  are  important  things  to  remember  about  the  migratory  game 
regulations  for  this  year: 

The  bag  limit  on  ducks  has  been  reduced  from  7  last  year  to 
4  this  year,  and  you  may  still  take  1  wood  duck.  The  possession  limit 
is  still  two  day's  bag  limit  on  ducks,  which  means  you  cannot  possess 
more  than  8  ducks  at  any  one  time,  but  not  more  than  1  wood  duck. 


On    opening    day,    Nc 
limit   may   be   possessed. 


18th,    only    one    day's    bag 


There  is  an  open  season  this  year  on  Canada,  Hutchinson  and 
white-fronted  (locally  called  speckled  belly)  geese,  although  only 
one  goose  of  this  species  may  be  taken  and  only  one  may  be  possessed. 
Last  year  the  season  was  closed  in  Louisiana  on  this  species  of 
geese.  All  together,  the  bag  limit  on  geese  is  4,  including  not  more 
than  1  of  either  of  the  above  mentioned  species. 

Shooting  hours  have  been  changed.  For  ducks,  geese, 
coots,  rails  and  gallinules,  shooting  is  from  sunrise  to  one 
hour  before  sunset.  On  opening  day  of  season  shooting  can- 
not  start   until    12:00  Noon. 

Hunters  are  reminded  that  the  legal  limit  of  game  may  be  pos- 
sessed for  90  days  after  the  close  of  the  season. 

Shooting  hours  for  woodcock  and  doves  are  a  little  different 
than  those  for  ducks,  geese,  coots,  rails  and  gallinules.  For  Doves 
and  woodcock,  shooting  hours  are  from  one-half  hour  before  sunrise 
to  sunset. 

Hunters  of  ducks  and  geese  must  purchase  a  federal  duck  stamp 
which  costs  $1  and  can  be  obtained  at  any  postoffice,  and  these  must 
be  attached  to  their  state  hunting  license.

Best  for  Largest 
Number  of  Hunters

migratory  waterfowl  area  of  the 
State.  Within  this  coastal  area, 
undoubtedly  80  to  90  per  cent  of 
the  migratory  waterfowl  hunting 
is  conducted.  In  this  area  the  most 
prized  ducks  are  the  mallards  and 
pintails.  The  first  pintails  usually 
arrive  in  the  southwest  corner  of 
Louisiana,  in  Cameron  Parish  in 
the  Johnson  Bayou  and  the  Creole 
area  on  or  about  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember. In  October,  flights  of  mal- 
lards and  additional  pintails,  along 
with  many  of  the  other  species, 
begin  to  migrate  into  the  State, 
usually  going  direct  to  the  fresh 
water  ponds  just  within  the  sea 
rim  in  the  Louisiana  marshes.  By 
the  first  of  November,  the  coastal 
area  of  Louisiana  has  been  carry- 
ing since  time  immemorial,  the 
best  concentration  of  our  best 
ducks. 

Another  reason  for  an  early  sea- 
son is  the  fact  that  the  ducks 
killed  in  the  coastal  area  during 
the  month  of  November  are  always 
the  fattest  and  in  the  best  condi- 
tion. Later  in  November,  and  some- 
times in  December,  the  deep  div- 
ing ducks,  the  ringneck  (com- 
monly known  as  the  black  duck), 
the  dos  gris,  the  canvasback  and 
the  red  heads,  go  into  the  deep 
water  areas,  but  there  is  no  com- 
parison as  to  the  numbers  of  hun- 
ters and  as  to  the  numbers  of 
ducks  between  the  shallow  feeding 
ducks  and  the  deep  water  diving- 
ducks.  The  proportion  is  most 
likely  nine  to  one  in  favor  of  our 
mallards  and  pintails  and  our  shal- 
low water  feeding  ducks. 

For  these  reasons,  a  season  from 
the  middle  of  November  to  the 
middle  of  December,  provided  we

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Fish  Restocking  Program  Continues 


Louisiana's  fish  restocking  pro- 
gram undertaken  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries 
continues  unabated  throughout  the 
State.

The  crew  has  been  extremely  busy 
at  this  time  of  the  year,  for  the 
reason  that  due  to  the  dry  weather, 
many  fish  have  been  saved  from 
dying  in  small  pits  and  lakes.  Fish 
taken  from  such  places  are  trans- 
planted in  streams  nearest  to  the 
waters  where  they  are  rescued. 

In  Natchitoches  Parish,  the 
crews  were  successful  in  rescuing 
several  large  spoonbill  catfish  and 
thousands  of  small  bass.  In  the 
photos  above  a  group  displays  the 
catfish  while  in  the  lower  photo 
Bert  Oldham  and  one  of  his  crew- 
men, William  T.  Diel,  are  shown 
emptying  containers  filled  with 
small  bass.

New  Dynamite 
Experiments 
Are  Conducted 

A  series  of  new  and  far  reach- 
ing experiments  were  conducted 
during  the  third  week  in  August 
by  biologists  of  the  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  Department  to  supple- 
ment present  available  information 
on  the  effects  of  geophysical  ex- 
ploration activities  in  coastal 
waters  on  marine  life.  The  experi- 
ments took  place  in  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  off  Four  Bayou  Pass,  about 
7  miles  east  of  Grand  Isle. 

Several  thousand  pounds  of 
dynamite  and  hundreds  of  live 
crabs,  fish  and  shrimp  were  used. 
Specially  constructed  cages  were 
prepared  to  store  the  specimens. 
Dynamite  charges  of  from  5  to  800 
pounds  were  exploded  and  the  fish, 
crabs  and  shrimp  were  placed  in 
areas  from  50  to  400  feet  fi'om 
where  the  dynamite  was  set  off. 

Three  oil  companies  cooperated 
in  these  experiments,  making 
available  their  boats,  crews,  dyna- 
mite and  other  facilities.  The  com- 
panies are  Humble  Oil  and  Refin- 
ing Company,  the  California  Com- 
pany and   the   Shell   Oil   Company. 

In  charge  of  the  experiments 
was  Dr.  James  N.  Gowanloch,  chief 
biologist  of  the  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  Department,  assisted  by 
Dr.  Howard  Malcolm  Owen,  special 
biologist,  and  Louis  G.  Rodrigue, 
geophysical  inspector.  A.  B.  Cun- 
ningham, party  chief  for  the  Shell 
Oil  Company  was  in  charge  of  the 
dynamite  boat  assisted  by  W.  A. 
Boudreaux,  party  manager  of 
Shell. 

The  experiments  were  witnessed 
by  representatives  of  police  juries, 
shrimp  fishermen,  senators  and 
representatives  of  the  coastal  par- 
ishes. 

A  complete  report  of  the  experi- 
ments will  appear  in  this  publica- 
tion as  soon  as  it  is  available.

Predator  Control 
Program  Gets  Under 
Way  in  State 

A  long  range  program  to  reduce 
the  number  of  predators  on  wild- 
life in  the  state  has  been  launched 
by  the  Department  of  Wild  Life 
and  Fisheries,  it  was  announced 
recently  by  Commissioner  Luther 
S.  Montgomery. 

The  Commissioner  announced 
the  appointment  of  Joseph  Miller, 
an  experienced  trapper,  to  head 
the  program.  Miller,  who  will  train 
other  trappers,  has  already  insti- 
tuted a  campaign  to  determine  the 
extent  of  damage  allegedly  caused 
by  wolves  in  Franklin  Parish.  On 
completion  of  that  project,  the 
trappers  are  scheduled  to  make  a 
survey  of  armadillos  and  their  re- 
ported destructiveness  in  the  tri- 
parish  area  of  Beauregard,  Sabine 
and  Vernon.  Miller,  a  native  of 
Louisiana,  and  a  resident  of  Lees- 
ville,  has  been  associated  with 
predator  control  work  of  the  fed- 
eral government  for  several  years, 
the  Commissioner  said. 

Commissioner  Montgomery 
stated  that  the  state-wide  predator 
control  program  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  Major  James  Brown, 
director  of  the  Department's  Fish 
and  Game  Division.  The  program 
is  being  financed  through  the  law 
setting  aside  25  percent  of  the 
extra  dollar  charged  Louisiana 
sportsmen  for  hunting  licenses. 

Equipment  to  be  used  in  preda- 
tor control  are  traps,  and  in  some 
cases,  poison.  Most  common  game 
predators  in  Louisiana  are  wolves, 
skunks,  wildcats,  foxes  and  arma- 
dillos. 

The  predator  control  program 
will  continue  indefinitely.  Com- 
missioner Montgomery  stated,  to 
maintain  a  proper  balance  between 
the  state's  wildlife  resources  and 
predators.

Bag  limit  on  doves  is 
10  and  possession  limit  is  10.  Last 
year  Louisiana  had  a  split  season 
on  doves. 

For  Rails  and  Gallinules,  the 
season  is  from  September  1 
through  November  30.  Bag  limit  is 
15  and  possession  limit  15. 

For  Woodcock,  the  season  is 
from  December  23  through  Jan- 
uary 6.  Bag  limit  is  4  and  posses- 
sion limit  is  8.

This  map  and  guide  is  the  result 
of  considerable  study,  and  much 
time  and  effort  collecting  and 
assembling  the  data  contained  to 
assure  its  accuracy  and  authen- 
ticity.
